REPORT OF SURVEY: 


In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Chapter 12 of the Indiana Administrative Code ("Rule 12"), the following 
observations and opinions are submitted regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners 
established this survey as a result of uncertainties in reference monumentation; in record descriptions and plats; in lines of 
occupation; and as introduced by random errors in measurement ("Relative Positional Accuracy"). There is an amount of 
uncertainty along any line or at any corner equal in magnitude to the discrepancy in the location of the lines of possession 
(and survey points found) from the surveyed lines and corners. There may be unwritten rights associated with these 
uncertainties. Any uncertainty associated with the corners shown hereon is inherently passed to any parcel corner dependent 
on its position. 


There may be differences in record dimensions versus measured dimensions along the surveyed lines shown hereon. 
Likewise, there may be found survey markers near, but not precisely at, some boundary corners. In cases where the 
magnitude of these differences is less than the Relative Positional Accuracy and less than the uncertainty identified for the 
reference monumentation (discussed below), the differences may be considered insignificant and are shown only for purposes 
of mathematical closure.

The zone was developed to 
minimize the differences between ground measured horizontal distances and the corresponding grid coordinate (map) 
distances within the county. Coordinates were established using a Javad GNSS System (Triumph LS rover and Triumph 3 
base) and the InCORS Real-Time Network. 


Accepted monuments were witnessed by Oser Surveying & Mapping in December 2021 and January 2022. New monuments 
were set and witnessed by Oser Surveying & Mapping on January 14, 2022. Unless otherwise noted, survey monuments set 
in paved surfaces are a 4-1/2" long mag spike in a 2" diameter aluminum disc stamped "OSER IN PS#21100022" set 0.1 foot 
below grade and are noted as an “Oser Spike’. Survey monuments set in natural ground are noted as an “Oser rebar” and are 
a 5/8" diameter by 24" long rebar with an orange plastic cap stamped "OSER IN PS# 21100022" set flush in mowed areas, 
0.4 feet above grade in wooded or overgrown areas, 0.2 feet below grade in gravel, or 1.5 feet below grade in cultivated 
areas. 


Unless otherwise noted, all ties to new bearing trees (BTs) are a 2” mag nail set in a 1-1/4” fender washer and hack mark at 
the root crown (less than 12” above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree. BT diameters are noted as dbh (diameter 
breast height) and are measured approximately 4.5 feet above ground. Bearings are grid and were measured with the internal 
compass of the Javad Triumph LS rover from the monument to the center of the BT. Distances are ground and were 
measured with a 100’ steel tape from the monument to the mag nail. When it was not practical to set a mag nail or hack a 
tree, bearings and distances were measured to the center of the BT. Distances approaching or in excess of 100 feet were 
measured by RTK offset to the reference object. 


The purpose of this survey was to perpetuate the section corners, quarter section corners, and center quarter of section corners 
in Sections 14, 15, 22, and 23 — Township 07 North — Range 03 West, 2” Principal Meridian, Center Township, Greene 
County, Indiana. Sixteenth-section corners, corners of minor subdivisions, and property corners were not evaluated in any 
way unless specifically discussed herein. Bearing breaks exist between section corners and quarter corners that are not 
shown. Bearings and distances are shown hereon to correlate corners and to assist in corner analysis. The relationship of the 
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section/half section corners to the adjoining parcel boundary lines was not addressed. The section and half section lines 
shown hereon should not be construed as defining actual property lines and corners as in a retracement or original survey. 
Only those occupation lines in the immediate vicinity of the corners perpetuated (as depicted or discussed on the Greene 
County Corner Perpetuation Records included with this report) were analyzed as part of this survey.

Records included with this report for primary monuments. 


Center H13 (South 1/16 corner common to Sections 09 and 10 — T7N — R3W): A 7” x 10” stone with an inscribed + on top 
and no other markings was found 10” above grade. The stone is approximately 2 feet east and 4 feet north a tree fence corner 
with fence remains to the north and east. The origin of the stone is unknown. It was previously accepted by Henry Dorman in 
1970 (MI039-489), Eric Deckard in 2009 (IN 2009-2579), and Matthew Badger in 2011 (IN 2011-2907). We located the 
stone as a tie to said Dorman survey. 


Center J11 (Quarter corner common to Sections 09 and 16 — T7N — R3W): We calculated this corner based on ties to a 2013 
survey by Jess Gwinn (IN 2013-4471) and a 2020 survey by Andrew McClelland (IN 2021-0064), both of whom accepted a 
1/2” pipe at the southeast base of a wood fence post with wire fence heading west, south, and east therefrom. The origin of 
the pipe is unknown. Its relation to the Section corner common to Sections 09, 10, 15 & 16 (J13) was included in our analysis 
of that corner. 


Center NII (Quarter corner common to Sections 16 and 21 — T7N — R3W): A 1-1/4” iron pipe was found 0.5 feet above 
grade at the intersection of a wire fence headed west and south. The origin of this pipe is unknown. It was held by Philip 
Tapp in 1993 (IN 2004-1895) as part of his double-proportion location for the Section corner common to Sections 15, 16, 21 
& 22 (N13) and it has subsequently been accepted as the corner on many other surveys. We located the pipe as a tie to the 
1993 Tapp survey, which was used to reset N13. 


Center N12 (East 1/16 corner common to Sections 16 and 21 — T7N — R3W): A 5/8” rebar with a damaged yellow BRG cap 
was found 4” above grade. The rebar is 9.7 feet south and 10 feet west of a fence corner with fence headed north and west. 
The rebar was set by Marty James in 2001 (IN 2001-6137) at the midpoint between the pipe found at N11 and a railroad 
spike at N13. We located the rebar as a tie to the 2001 survey, which was used to reset N13. 


Center N14 (West 1/16 corner common to Sections 15 and 22 —T7N — R3W): A 5/8” rebar with a yellow plastic cap stamped 
“BRG PC50920004” was found flush on the north side of State Road 445. The rebar was set by Marty James in 2008 (IN 
2008-1707) proportionally between the railroad spike at N13 and the stone at N16. We located the rebar as a tie to the 2008 
survey, which was used to reset N13. 


Center N16 (East 1/16 corner common to Sections 15 and 22 —T7N — R3W): A 5” x 4” stone was found 6” above grade 1.2 
feet south and 0.7 feet west of a fence corner with wire fence heading west, east, and south. This stone was likely set by 
Greene County Surveyor P.Burr in 1854 (Legal Survey Book 3, page 21). A 1” 1.d. iron pipe was found in a north/south fence 
6” above grade S 40°55'55" E 1.66 feet from the stone. The stone is shown on the 1927 INDOT plans for State Road 445 and 
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it was accepted by Tapp in 1993 (IN 2004-1895), James in 2008 (PL5-054), Bledsoe in 2011 CIN 2011-0861), and Borgman 
in 2017 (IN 2018-0691). The iron pipe was accepted by Utt in 1982 (PL2-099) and by Barr in 2007 (PL5-049). We accepted 
the stone as the best evidence of the corner with 1.66 feet of associated uncertainty. 


#10297: A 1” iron pipe was found 3” above grade. The pipe is 0.7 feet southeast of a 6” diameter fence post with new fence 
to the north and west. The 1982 plat of Lawrence Hollow by Lee Utt (PL2-099) describes this pipe as on the east/west center 
line of Section 15 and the pipe was accepted as such on a 2003 survey of the property surrounding the Quarter corner 
common to Sections 15 & 16 (L13) by Steve Ramsey (IN 2003-5226). The pipe is 13.6 feet north of the east/west center of 
section line established by this survey as beginning at the Dorman pipe found at L13 and the Oser rebar set at the Center 1/4 


corner of Section 15 (L15). 


#10300: A 1” iron pipe was found 3” above grade. The pipe is 0.7 feet east of a north/south fence and 6.5 feet south of fence 
to the east. The 1982 plat of Lawrence Hollow by Lee Utt (PL2-099) describes this pipe as on the east/west center line of 
Section 15 and the pipe was accepted as such on a 2003 survey of the property surrounding the Quarter corner common to 
Sections 15 & 16 (L13) by Steve Ramsey (IN 2003-5226). The pipe is 15 feet north of the east/west center of section line 
established by this survey as beginning at the Dorman pipe found at L13 and the Oser rebar set at the Center 1/4 corner of 
Section 15 (L15). This pipe was held to reestablish the Center 1/4 of Section 15, which was re-established based on the plat 


of Lawrence Hollow.

A 16” shag-bark hickory with fence to the west and south was accepted as the section corner. In 1989, Stephen Ramsey 
accepted the fence corner as the section corner on a survey of the property to the southwest. In 2013, Jess Gwinn 
accepted an east/west fence as the south line of the southeast quarter of Section 9, but his survey did not extend as far 
east as the section corner. The fence line heading south is made up of both very old and newer wire and it runs through 
huge trees.

In 1880, Greene County Surveyor Francis M. Parker set a stone at this corner at the same course and distance as he 
measured between the marked stone at the Southeast corner of Section 10 (J17) and the stone set by P. Burr at the 1/4 
corner common to Sections 10 and 15 (J15) with all parties agreeing. 


Based on found stones at J15 and J17, we calculated that Parker’s stone should be N 56°49'39" W 14.13 feet from the 
16” hickory fence corner. An iron pipe is depicted at this corner on Lee Utt’s extensive 1982 survey of Lawrence 
Hollow, and it appears that Utt employed the same method as Parker, because the calculated position of Utt’s pipe is 
within 0.3 feet of the calculated position of Parker’s stone. 


We searched extensively for Utt’s pipe, Parker’s stone, and the stone witness to Parker’s stone, but found no trace of 
any of these monuments or their accessories. We also searched for a stone set by Parker at the West 1/16 corner 
common to Sections 10 & 15 (J14) to no avail. 


In 1970, Henry Dorman set an iron pipe at this corner based on equal proportionate measurements between a marked 
stone found at the South 1/16 corner common to Sections 9 and 10 (H13) and the 1/4 corner common to Sections 21 
and 22 (P13). Dorman’s pipe was found 44 feet southwest of the 16” hickory fence corner, which was shown on 
Dorman’s survey as a 12” hickory fence corner. Dorman’s pipe is 39 feet southwest of the calculated position of 
Parker’s stone. We found no record of any survey accepting Dorman’s pipe, nor did we find any evidence of reliance on 
the monument by landowners in the immediate vicinity. 


Of the three distinct locations used in the past for this corner (Dorman’s pipe, Utt’s pipe/Parker’s stone, and the hickory

We found no trace of the stone set at this corner in 1853 by Greene County Surveyor P.Burr.

However, it is clear that he based his calculations on Utt’s location. 


In 1993, Philip Tapp used the Dorman pipe in his double-proportion calculations to establish the Section corner 
common to Sections 15, 16, 21 and 22. Both James and Porter have held the Dorman pipe on surveys in the area, but 
none of the recorded surveys appear to be directly adjacent to the section or quarter section lines that connect to this 
corner.

In 1970, Henry Dorman set monument at this corner based on equal proportionate measurement between a marked 
stone found at the South 1/16 corner common to Sections 9 and 10 (H13) and the 1/4 corner common to Sections 21 
and 22 (P13).

The original government land surveyors monumented the section corners and quarter corners of each section with 
wooden posts in the early 1800s.

The original government land surveyor set a wood post at this corner. A legal survey performed in 1838 commenced at 
a “quarter stake” found at this corner, but did not indicate that they replaced the stake with a permanent monument or 
took any new witness ties. No subsequent survey records were found mentioning a permanent monument until 1995. A 
Lee Utt survey dated 4/20/1995 on file in the survey records of Jess Gwinn indicates that Utt set an iron pin at this 
corner. The methodology employed by Utt to establish the corner is not clear from the survey. The monument 1s 24 feet

The standard procedure for establishing the center quarter corner of a section is by straight lines joining opposite 
quarter corners. When Kelshaw first established the Center Quarter corner of Section 23 in 1838, he was unable to find 
the stake or the witness trees for the East Quarter corner of Section 23, so he set the stake for the center of Section 23 at 
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the midpoint between the North and South Quarter corners. 


When Badger re-established the Center Quarter corner of Section 23 in 2011, he found no evidence of a monument, and 
apparently being unaware of Kelshaw’s survey, he calculated the corner using the standard procedure. Badger’s 
calculated location was later accepted by Tibbett in 2012. In 2020, Porter monumented the location calculated by 
Badger. Porter noted that the corner thus established is 31 feet southerly of where it would be located if Kelshaw’s 
method had been employed. 


We searched a 10 foot radius 31 feet north of the BRCJ rebar, and found no evidence of Kelshaw’s corner or its 
accessories. The BRCJ rebar is 7.5 feet south of an east/west wire fence and its location has been relied upon by prior
